— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules regulating the method 
of recruitment to the Class I and Class II posts for Plan 
Schemes in the Office of the Registrar General of India and 
ex-officio Census Commissioner, namely : — 

1. Short Title : — These rules may be called the Class I 
and Class II posts for Plan schemes (Office of the Registrar 
General of India and ex-officio Census Commissioner) 
Recruitment Rules, 1964. 

2, . Application : — These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed, 

3. CLASSIFICATION, SCALE OF PAY , METHOD OF 
RECRUITMENT . 

Age Limit, etc. : — The classification of the said posts, the 
scales of pay attached thereto, method of recruitment, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said posts 


shall he as specified in columns 3 to 13 of [lie said 
Schedule; 

Provided that the tipper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment map be relaxed in the case of Schedule Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the general orders of the Central Govern- 
ment issued from time to time. 

4. Disqualification : — No person who has more than one 
wife living or who having a spouse living, marries in any 
case in which such marriage is void by reason of its taking 
place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said posts; and 

no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband 
having a wife living at the time of such marriage or who 
lias married a person who has a wife living at the time of 
such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that there are special grounds for so ordering exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule.

RESOLUTION 

No, I (3)/’62 -Policy. — Under this Ministry's letter No. 
DW.III-28(6)/54, dated the 17th January 1955, addressed 
to till State Governments a Standing Committee of Experts 
was constituted for the purpose of standardization of impor- 
tant earthmoving and construction equipments and for recom- 
mending the standardised makes of such equipment for use 
on River Valley Projects under execution or to be executed 
in future.
